To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  seventh  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1958. 

1 am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  it  was  another  good 
year  for  health  in  the  district,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  it  was  a 
particularly  wet  year. 

There  was  a further  drop  in  the  estimated  mid-year  popula- 
tion, though  the  number  of  births  increased  from  74  to  99, 
making  the  birth  rate  higher  than  that  for  the  County. 

There  was  also  a slight  fall  in  the  total  number  of  deaths. 

61%  of  the  male  deaths  and  60%  of  the  females  were  over 
65  years.  Heart  disease  was  again  the  chief  cause,  although  this 
year,  all  forms  of  respiratory  diseases  caused  an  equal  number  of 
the  male  deaths.  Pneumoconiosis  and  the  inclement  weather 
were  undoubtedly  contributory  factors. 

My  report  has  again  been  divided  into  two  sections,  and 
the  second  part  has  been  prepared  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector.  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him  for 
his  ready  co-operation  and  assistance,  and  also  the  other 
Members  of  the  Staff  and  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest 
and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Depaitment.

For  the  third  year  in  succession  there  were  four  infant 
deaths.  They  all  occurred  in  Hospital  within  3 days  of  birth. 
Two  were  premature  twins,  a day  old;  another  premature  baby 
also  had  a congenital  defect  and  died  shortly  after  birth.  The 
fourth  died  on  the  3rd  day  of  intra  cranial  haemorrhage.

There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
104  last  year. 

The  main  cause  of  death  was  again  due  to  heart  disease, 
followed  by  cancer  and  all  forms  of  respiratory  disease. 

The  age  distribution  in  the  older  age  groups  is  very  similar 
to  the  previous  year. 

61  % of  the  male  deaths  and  60%  of  the  females  were  over 
65  years  of  age. 

40%  of  the  male  deaths  and  51%  of  the  females  were  over 
70  years  of  age. 

25%  of  the  male  deaths  and  40%  of  the  females  were  over 
75  years  of  age. 

11%  of  the  male  deaths  and  30%  of  the  females  were  over 
80  years  of  age. 

Nearly  2%  of  the  male  deaths  and  2^-%  of  the  female  deaths 
were  over  90  years  of  age. 


Cancer. 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  female  deaths  from  cancer,  but 
the  male  deaths  were  reduced.  There  were  two  male  deaths 
compared  with  four  the  previous  year  from  lung  cancer,  in 
contrast  to  the  country  as  a whole  where  the  number  of  deaths 
was  the  highest  recorded  for  this  form  of  the  disease

The  outbreak  of  Influenza,  due  to  the  Asian  strain  of  the 
virus,  which  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1957,  continued  into 
the  early  months  of  1958.  It  remained  a fairly  mild  infection  and 
caused  only  one  death. 

A number  of  cases  of  Measles  occurred  in  the  early  Spring 
but  this  was  general  throughout  the  country. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession,  no  cases  of  whooping 
cough  were  notified  and  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis.

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DIPHTHERIA  AND  IMMUNISATIONS 

For  the  twelfth  year  in  succession,  no  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  Area,  but  cases,  with  deaths  continued  to  occur  in  the 
country.  This  is  a reminder  that  it  is  still  possible  for  the 
disease  to  recur  in  this  area — after  an  absence  of  twelve  years— 
if  the  level  of  immunity  is  not  maintained.  Parents  should 
ensure  that  their  babies  and  young  children  are  protected  by 
immunisation,  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Family  Doctor  or 
at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic,  held  weekly  on  Tuesday  afternoons. 

During  the  past  year  most  of  those  immunised  received  a 
combined  injection  protecting  them  against  Diphtheria  and 


Whooping  Cough.

GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES

Ante-Natal  Clinic — Weekly  on  Thursday  morning. 

Post  Natal  Clinic — Alternative  Thursday  afternoons. 

Infant  Welfare — This  Clinic  is  now  held  weekly,  on  Tuesday 
afternoons. 

Orthopaedic — Monday  (morning  and  afternoon). 

Chest  Clinic — This  Clinic  has  now  been  transferred  to  the 
Amman  Valley  Hospital,  Outpatients  De- 
partment, and  is  held  there  weekly  on  Friday 
morning.

National  Welfare  Foods  are  distributed  at  the  Wesleyan 
School  Room  every  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoon,  from  2 p.m. 
to  4-30  p.m.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1958. 


The  report  is  similar  to  that  of  previous  years  and  gives  a 
broad  outline  of  the  wide  and  varied  nature  of  the  responsibilities 
and  duties  of  the  department. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  of  Water  for  the  District  was  again  plentiful 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  Filters  and  Chlorination  Plant  have 
worked  satisfactorily. 

For  the  past  few  years  the  new  scheme  of  re-organisation 
has  been  working,  and  the  new  Reservoirs  ensure  a plentiful  and 
regular  supply  over  the  whole  district. 

The  Water  is  sampled  by  the  Loughor  Joint  Water  Board 
and  reports  are  satisfactory.  The  entire  population  is  served 
direct. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Sewers  have  functioned  throughout  the  year  without 
trouble.  The  system  is  by  gravitation  to  the  Disposal  Works, 
which  is  under  the  control  of  the  Amman  Valley  Joint  Sewerage 
Board.  There  being  four  constituent  Authorities  to  the  consti- 
tution of  the  Sewerage  Board,  namely,  Ammanford  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council,  The  Urban  District  Council  of  Cwmamman  and 
The  Rural  District  Councils  of  Llandeilo  and  Pontardawe. 

The  proposed  improvements  to  the  Disposal  Works  was  the 
subject  of  a Public  Inquiry  held  at  the  Minor  Hall,  Ammanford, 
on  the  29th  May,  1958,  by  N.  Robertson,  Esq.,  B.E.,  B.Sc., 
M.I.C.E.,  of  the  Welsh  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government. 

Subsequently,  the  Boards’  proposals  were  rejected  by  the 
Ministry,  who  recommended  certain  amendments. 

Two  cases  of  flooding  were  reported  in  the  domestic  sewer- 
age system,  but  this  was  proved  to  be  the  surcharging  by  the 
Boards’  Trunk  Sewer. 

The  anti-flood  valve  which  was  fitted  to  a domestic  length 
of  sewer  last  year  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

RIVERS,  etc.,  POLLUTION 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  serious  pollution  of  rivers 
in  the  district.  The  most  serious  source  of  pollution  at  present 


o 
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is  the  discharge  of  washery  effluents  from  Collieries  outside  the 
Urban  Area.  These  effluents  are  treated  by  precipitation  before 
discharge  and  when  the  tanks  are  kept  clear  of  silt,  the  effluents 
are  discharged  in  a fairly  clean  condition,  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  this  is  done  sufficiently  often.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING— DRY  REFUSE 

The  Council  undertakes  the  removal  of  all  Dry  House  Refuse, 
collection  being  made  by  the  Council  Lorry  twice  weekly  from  all 
parts  of  the  Town.  The  Refuse,  when  collected,  it  tipped  at 
Gelligweirdy  and  Rhydymaerdy.  Trade  Refuse  from  Fruiterers’ 
and  Fishmongers’  shops  is  disposed  of  by  the  Tradesmen  by  bury- 
ing on  the  Council  tips. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  type  of  receptacles 
in  use,  but  it  is  my  constant  desire  to  see  every  house  provided 
with  a standard  dust-bin  with  a close  fitting  lid. 

Both  refuse  disposal  tips  have  been  kept  in  a sanitary  con- 
dition and  are  adequately  fenced  to  prevent  trespass  and  animals 
straying  on  the  tips. 

The  tips  have  been  visited  and  inspected  on  132  occasions. 
PRIVIES,  CESSPITS,  etc. 

The  contents  of  the  remaining  Pail  Closets  are  buried  by  the 
Householders  in  their  garden,  and  the  Cesspits  being  built  on  the 
soakaway  principle,  no  clearance  is  required,  the  subsoil  being 
of  a porous  nature.

One  caravan  was  cleared  from  the 
area  for  unauthorised  camping. 

THE  CLEAN  AIR  ACT  (SMOKE  ABATEMENT) 

Only  two  complaints  were  registered  under  this  heading 
which  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

The  majority  of  house  holders  use  anthracite  coal,  which  is 
practically  smokeless. 


There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  Urban  Area. 
Every  effort  is  made  during  the  Summer  months  to  discourage 
school  children  from  bathing  in  the  local  rivers. 


There  are  five  schools  in  the  area  and  one  private  Com- 
mercial School,  the  Principal  of  the  latter  School  has  acquired  a 
new  building  which  is  a vast  improvement  on  the  building  used 
for  this  purpose  previously.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Council  Schools  is  excellent,  each  being  provided  with  modern 
sanitary  conveniences  connected  to  the  sewers  and  with  an 
abundant  supply  of  water  from  the  mains.
